GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA . 

a)  Laboratory  Facilities, 


The  district  is  fortunate  in  having  laboratory  facilities 
available  to  the  East  end  to  the  West,  i.e.  in  the  Pathological 
Department  of  the  Salisbury  Infirmary  and' the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
in  Bath.  Practitioners  in  the  district  use  the  most  convenient 
laboratory,  a  practice  followed  by  this  Department  when  forwarding 
specimens  of  water,  milk,  ice-cream,  or  suspected  foodstuffs  for 
bacteriological  investigation. 

b)  Ambulance  Service. 


The  Ambulance  service  is  provided  and  controlled  by  the  Wiltshire 
County  Council.  The  service  to  this  district  is  controlled  from 
Bradf ord-on-Avon  where  the  station  is  manned  continuously.  A  sub¬ 
station  in  Warminster  also  serves  the  district.  Non-emergency  calls 
must  originate  from  a  doctor,  dentist,  or  midwife. 

To  obtain  an  ambulance  in  an  emergency: - 

where  there  is  a  dialling  system  in  operation, 
dial  999  ‘

Eleven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  3  of  which  were 
previously  suffering  from  the  disease  before  coming  to  live  in 
the  district.  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  administered  by  the 
South  V/e stern  Regional  Hospital  Board  visited  the  town  during 
April  and  877  persons  attended  for  examination.  uf  these  68 
were  recalled  for  further  examination  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  only  two  persons  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  treatment  for 
tuberculosis . 


Measles . 


During  the  first  ^hree  months  of  the  year  this  disease  was 
epidemic  and  267  cases  were  notified.  No  case  had  to  be  admitted 
to  hospital  and  out  of  316  cases  during  the  whole  year  not  one  case 

died.

for  the  first  borehole.  Since  the  raw  water  at  Shearwater  is  grossly 
polluted  and  also  acid  in  reaction  with  sxrong  metallic  solvent 
properties,  it  should  be  abandoned  with  all  expedition.

It  will  be  seen  that  14  out  of  47  samples  shewed  coliform  organisms  | 
in  100  m.l.  Efficient  chlorination  should  yield  water  entirely  free 
from  such  organisms  in  quantities  of  100  m.l.,  and  such  results  as  those  1 
above,  in  the  opinion  of  the  expert  advisers  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
"should  at  once  occasion  misgivings  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  chlorinatiojl 
process" . 

SWIMMING  BATH. 

This  open  air  pool  holds  75>000  gallons  of  water  and  is  filled  and 
drained  at  fortnightly  intervals.  It  has  been  customary  to  add  3  pints  I 
of  a  concentrated  hypochlorite  solution  to  the  bath  water  daily  since 
the  average  load  of  bathers  per  day  is  about  150.  The  surround  drains 
mainly  to  the  bath  and  pre-cleansing  facilities  such  as  footbaths  or  ■ 
showers  are  not  provided.  A  separate  v/ater  closet  is  available  for  each  1 
sex  plus  a  urinal.  *  • 

It  is  admitted  that  since  the  pool  is  open  to  the  atmosphere, 
sunshine  acts  as  a  potent  germicidal  medium  but  the  bath  is  lacking  in 
facilities  now  regarded  as  essentials.  Until  a  continuous  chlorination 
and  filtration  plant  can  be  installed  I  recommend  that  the  water  be 
changed  more  frequently  and  that  footbaths  and  showers  be  provided  in  such 
positions  that  they  must  be  used  by  bdthers  before  entering  the  bath* 

The  chlorination  should  be  controlled  according  to  the  bathing  load  so 
as  to  maintain  a  minimum  of  0.2  parts  per  million  cnlorine  residual  at 
all  times  and  a  record  kept  of  tests  performed  to  ensure  this  standard 
is  observed.  Optimum  conditions  will  only  be  obtained  by  the 
installation  of  continuous'  filtration  and  chlorination  plant.
